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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 1 1/02/2007 has been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the rejections to the claims, under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph. Applicant's 
amendments of the claims have overcome the rejections, as such; the rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

As to the prior art rejections to the claims made in the previous Office Action, mailed on 
8/02/2007. Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection, as such; the prior art rejection 
has been withdrawn. The case is found to be in allowance condition for the reasons as set for 
below. 



REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a module (as shown in Fig. 8) 
having a very specific limitation such as a delay (Dl) of the data along a path (24) from the 
semiconductor device (123) to the exterior (DQ) of the module is substantially the same as a 
delay (Dl ') of the phase adjustment signal (DUMMY OUTPUT) along a path (26) from the 
semiconductor device to the phase adjustment circuit (16); and being combined with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim.
